Opinions of Chicago bankers on the Mor- 
rison resolution: :

but if it did he believed the President would 
veto it, and he should. The Goveroment can- 
not reduce its reserve, as contemplated by 
Morrison’s resolution, with safety, or without 
prejudicing its credit. 

Mr. John B. er, cashier of the Commer- 
cial National Bank, thought that the resolu- 
tion would bave the effect of obliging National 
banks to cit down their currency circulation 
or else to buy bigh-priced bonds ana run the 
risk of their depreciation in value. 
He thought that the calling in of 
the 3 per cent bonds without providing for 
cthers to take their place would also cause a 
contraction of currency. ** Bonds are the only 
things we can put up as security with National 
banks.“ he said. “Of course if National banks 
could bave the assurance that the new bonds 
would be kept out of circuiation National- 
bank currency would not be curtailed. Even 
if 2% per-cent bonds were substituted for 
those withdrawn it would at least be of some 
assistance.

ARRESTED FOR BIGAMY.. 


John W. Phelps, Formerly of Evanston, 
Comes to Grief in the East—His Marriage 
and Divorce Record. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. V., July 15.—|Special.}]— 
Detective Hartman of Chicago this morning 
arrested Jobn W. Phelps, Superintendent of 
the Fishkill Landing & Matteawan Water 
Works, at Fiskhili Landing, on the charge of 
bigamy. Pbelps was married in 1865 to Helen 
E. Clark of Northampton, Mass. In 1876 
Phelps, then a resident of Springfield, lived in 
one the finest places in Springfield. He bad 
a sewing-girl at work for his family named 
Fanny Thayer. Phelps, .becommg infatuated 
witb her, went away with ber to Paris, remain- 
ing there two years. While there be sent for 
bis wife to come to Paris to effect if possible a 
reconciliation. They met in Liverpool. She 
returfied to America without him, but he fol- 
lowed soon after her and went back to his 
home in Springfield. In the mean 
time a ehild dad been born to bim 
by Fanny Thayer in Paris. Phelps 
lived with his wife some time, or long enough 
to get her to sign away the Springfiela home, 
and then joined Miss Thayer again, the 
two going to Maryland, where  Pheips 
and his father were building a rail, 
road. From Maryland Phelps went to 
Evanston, III., taking Fanny Thayer and a 
colored servant with him. From Evanston he 
went to Fargo with Ken Webster, chief of the 
Springfield detectives, and unbeknown to his 
wife started a divorce suit, claiming in his affi- 
davit that be did not know her whereabouts, 
when the fact was that be had met her ouly a 
few days before at the Grand Pacific Hotel, 
Chicago. He was given a deere. 

His wife learning this fact, procured the 
services of Detective Hartman, who in 1882 
bad the divorce which was ob‘ained the pre- 
vious year set aside on the ground of perjury 
and fraud. | 

Phelps next went to St. Paul, Minn., —.— 
Fanny Thayer and married her and went wit 
ber to Washington City, where they learned 
that the divorce had been set aside. He at 
once started for Canton, Dak., and there 
started another divorce proceeding. The suit 
was started at Canton and came up within 
sixty days after for trial, no defense being ex- 
pected. Judge Bangs, formerly United States 
Dietrict Attorney in that locality, however, in” 
formed the court that be represented the legal 
wife of John W. Phelps and was ready 
for trial case on the part 
of Phelps was at once adjourned, and 
has not come upsince. Two months ago the 
legal wife of Phelps accidentally met bim on 
Fourteenth street and attempted to follow 
bim, but, losing track of him. she wrote to De- 
tective Hartman at Chicago and asked him to 
come on to New York and help locate ber bus- 
band. The detective did so, and the arrest 
followed.

When the meeting reconvened yesterday 
moruing the managers were at a loss what to 
do, no one baving any further plans to sug- 
gest for a settlement of the difficulties. Fora 
while it looked as if an adjournment would 
have to be taken without having accomplisbed 
anything, leaving matters in worse shape than 
they bad been in before. None of the lines de- 
sired such a result, and asa last resort it was 
suggested that two committees of three each 
be appointed, one to prepare a plan for a set- 
tiement of the Northwestern troubles, and the 
other of the Western complications.

M. Lareinty said he regretted so distin- 
guished a soldier as Gen. Boulanger should in- 
suit any one absent.

31, Sec. of the Revised 
Statutes, it is expressly provided that wen 
any valuable personal property. money, or 
papers are found upon or naar the body upon 
which an inquest is held, fie Coroner shail 
take charge of the same and deliver the same 
to those entitled to its care Or possession, but 
if not claimed or if the same shall be neces- 
sary to defray the expenses Of the burial the 
Coroner shall, after giving ten days’ notice of 
the time and piace of sale, sell such 
property, and, after ded@cting Coroner's 
fees and funeral expenses, it the proceeds 
thereof and the money papers so found 
with the Country Treasurer, faking bis receipt 
therefor, there to remain subject to the order 
of the legal representative the deceased, if 
claimed within five years reafter, or if not 
claimed within that time, to vest in the coun- 
ty.” é 

Coroner Hertz is out of city for a day or 
two, but his chief deputy in@ists that the stat- 
ute allows them to deduct the Coroner's fee of 
$6 from the money or personal effects found 
upon dead bodies coming into their bands, 
and

and in actual need of the money. He claims 
that the statute is followed by the office 
attachés in all cases, and that when the bodies 
are not claimed by friends and are buried by 
the county the Coroner is allowed to take an 
additional burial fee of $10 out of the effects 
found upon the déceased, and that the re- 
mainder is turned into the County Treasury. 
The County Attorney said that in Cook 
County, which is a county of the third class, 
the Coroner may charge $5 for each inquest 
beid, $1 for summoning a jury, and $10 for 
burial expenses. it w therefore plain that the 
Coroner is not justiy entitled to deduct bis 
fees, except for burial expenses where the 
body is unclaimed, from any money which 


may be found on the bodies of persons on 


. whom he may bold inquests, but is obliged to 
turn it over to the properly authorised per- 
sons. If it 1s not claimed, however, then the 
Coroner may deduct his fees and burial ex- 
penses from the money found or from the 
proceeds of the sale of the deceased’s personal 
property, after baving given proper notice.

Why the Stock of the Passenger Railway 
Company: Has Taken Such an Upshoot— 
Knowing Ones After Shares—Why John 
R. Walsh Pulled Out of the West Side 
Enterprise—Yerkes and Weeks Said to 
Be Working Well Together 
of a Fusion of the Two Roads. 

Mr. Charlies Henrotin, the well-known stock- 
broker and banker, it was reported, had 500 
shares of the stock of the Harrison-Weeks- 
Doyle street-car company for sale. The stock, 
it was reported further, belongs to the banker, 
who went into the scbeme in the first instance 
believing that everything would be square and 
fair, but is now anxious to get out of what he 
believes to be an indifferent company. Mr. Hen- 
rotin said yesterday: I bave not the stock 
spoken of, but the manager of one of my 
branch offices told me the other day that he 
could secure 500 shares to sell in one block. 1 
don't want so much as that. I have customers 
for smaller lots, but can’t find them. I 
don’t know who bas the 600 shares to 
dispose of, and if I knew I would not tell you. 
That would not be business. The price is from 
90 to 92% now. Some time ago it was not so 
bigh—though about a month ago I bought 
some at 95 on an order.“ Mr. Henrotin could 
not account for the rather high price which 
the stock is bringing. The North Side com- 
pany and the old West Side company, he said, 
were several years old when their stock went 
a begging at 80 and 75. He tried to fina out 
the secret of the advance in the new company's 
stock, but bad not been able to get at the bot- 
tom of it, be professed. 

Mr. Schweisthal, who sold ten sbares to ex- 
Ald. Jonas, refused to say for whom he sold. 
it was a business transaction on bis part, and 
his customer did not want his name known. 
He knew that several parties are looking for 
stocky but be was not able to tell why they 
were so desirous of obtaining it. 

Another broker, who did not want his name 
mentioned, said: . There is no doubt that the 
Passenger company and the North Side com- 
pany wl be worked together after the La Salle 
street tunnei ordinance is passed and accepted. 
The agreement is alreapy virtully made. There 
isa perfect understanding between Yerkes, 
Weeks, ana the party behind Weeks. The 
dicker is made. Those who are most anxious 
to secure stock are well posted City-Hall poli- 
ticians and cheir friends. But the only stock 
on the market was that around 
among the Aldermen for passing the 
ordinance, that which was given 
to the objecting property-Owners to 
quiet them and to pay them for their signa- 
tures, and the banker's 500 shares, which he 
will not break. Nearly all if not all the loose 
stock has been already gathered in through 
J@uas. Jonas was the best man for that busi- 
ness. He knows the Aldermen, has confiden- 
tial relations with many of them, and vould 
readily trace that which they received and 
parted with. Ali the Aldermanic stock is 
neariy raked in.“ 

It is understood, however, that one of the 
ex-Aldermen from the West Side river wards 
and a member of the big tour huve good blocks 
of stock yet and mean to hoid on to it, 

Harvey Weeks was around the City-Hall yes-

man made the visit the text ot a little bomily. 

He said: It was a good thing for Weeks that 

Yerkes came to town and a good thing for 

Verses that be struck Weeks.

bie franchise, but be bas not the capital to 
work it. The present plant is hardly paying. 

From the time John R. Walsh withdrew his 

backing from the new company until Yerkes 
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enterprise. It could not grow fast enough. 
The company has the tranchise on Adams 
street and on Washington and Harrison 
streets and Fourth avenue for the 
South Side and on North Halsted streét and 
the Washington street tunnel, but for lack of 
funds no work bas been begun except on the 
Adams street extension. It is reported that 
Walsh offered to organize a syndicate to take 
hoid of the road on certain conditions which 
would exciude objectionable features from its 
operations, some of Weeks’ schemes being 
particuiarly objectionable. Weeks refused 
Walsh's terms, looked around for another. 
helper, and found him in Yerkes. It was 
right into Yerkes’ hands. He wanted to use 
Weeks in many ways. He bas the money, and 
the use of the new company’s South Side 
plant will be of immense advuntage to him. 
Why, it will give him two loops instead of one. 
One section of his cars can swing around west 
on Washington, south on Franklin, and back 
on La Salle street again. The other loop wiil 
pass around through the very heart of the 
business district. The cars will keep always 
on the move, picking up passengers by the 
way. It is a magnificent plan. Why, when 
some ot the owners of property on Washington 
street refused to sign the rigntof way along 
that street Weeks was willing to do anything 
for them. He agreed to pave the street in 
front of certain lots from curb to curb, and 
stock was distributed among the agents of 
certain properties to keep them quiet. Weeks 
knew what he was doing: He has been work- 
ing his level best for Yerkes during the last 
three days. He has been stiffening the Alder- 
men for bim. Mike McDonald is ovenly work- 
me tor Yerkes, too. "Tis a big thmg. The 
Philadelphia money will pe put in to lay tracks 
on every place Weeks’ company hasa right 
to lay them as soon as the tunnel scheme 
is put through, and don’t you forget it.”

HOWLING LIKE A DEMON, 


Murderer Dacey Viciously Attacks One of 
His Spiritual Advisers and Is Thereupon, 
Raving and Down 
to Await His Doom. 
Woobsrocx. III., July 15.—[Specia!l.}—James 

Dacey lies tonight bound band and foot in the 
debtors’ coli in the county jail. He will de 
Kept manacied on his cot until tomorrow 
forenoon, when be will be dressed for execu- 
tion and either led or carried handcuffed to 
the scaffold, All hope of areprieve is gone. 
Dacey was exceedingly furious today, and at- 
tacked one of the priests who have been at- 
tempting to administer spiritual consolation. 
He was howling in his cell this forenoon when 
Father Clancey called and entered the cell 
as usual. The only clothing Dacey wore 
was an old overcoat and a pair of 
shoes. He bad previously torn his last gar- 
ment into shreds, and had then been given the 
overcoat. He was armed with a heavy club 
and a pair of rusty shears about eight inches 
long. Tne shears bad been used at a general 
hair-cuttmg of the prisoners in May last, and 
bad then disappeared. It was supposed Dacey 
bad stolen them, but they could not be found 
in bis cell, Yesterday he spent some time tear- 
ing down the laths which are nailed across the 
dagen wains of the cell. This was supposed to be 
one of bis insane freaks. It is now known he 
had the shears suspended by a string behind 
the wall, having pushed them through one of 
the interstices between the planks. | 

Last night and today he swore he would 
have biood before he died. Heretofore he has 
always obeyed the commiands of the priests, 
it being only by their urgings that be was in- 
duced to eat or to move from one cell to an- 
other. When Father Clancey entered the ceil 
today Dacey sprang toward the door, 

evidently intending to escape to the corridor, 
and the father clutched him to nold him 
back. Watchman Richard Friend was passing 
the corridor, and, bearing the scuffle, jumped 
to the cell-door. Mr. Friend says that at that 
moment Dagey had the priest down in the cor- 
ner and his arms cilutebed around his neck, 

Dacey still grasping the club. Friend thought’ 

Dacey was trying to murder tne priest, and 

immediately pulled bis revolver and thrust the 

muzzle through the grating, shouting * Stop 
it, Dacey, or Ful shoot!"’ loosed his 
grasp in an instant, and sprang 

back with a yell. Fathers Ciancey 

and Ryan then tried to get him to 

give up the club, but failed. It was at their 

request that Sheriff Udell bad permitted Dacey 

to retain the club, which was a piece of the 

wooden cot he broke up some days ago. 

After the scene today the priests told the 
Sheriff they could do nothing with Dacey. It 
was then resolved to overpower and manacie 
him. The Chicago Deputy Sheriffs, John Har- 
per and Frank Nelson, who erected the scaf- 
fold here today, assisted by Watchmen Friend 
and Grovenstein managed the job, ana a 
dificult one it was. First tue hose was 
played on Dacey for about twenty 
minutes, the condemned man trym to 
shelter himself from the water with a tin pan. 
Thon the cell-door was opened and the infurr 
ated wretch rushed out brandishing the ciub. 
He was seized around the body by Harper, but 
managed to strike the latter over the arm and 
cheek. with the club, though without doing 

aim any injury beyond a few scratches. 

Grovensteio also gota clip on the face, and 

Dacey himself received a few scratches in the 

struggle. It was all over in a few seconds. 

Dacey was thrown on the floor and securely 

bound. He was then carried to a cot in the 

large cell, where he now lies.

He paid no at- 
tention to what was said, but wrenched at the 
irons on bis wrists, shouting, * Cut my beart 
out and let me go to Hell — The tortures of 
Satan's furnaces there,” etc. He bowled and 
cursed at the watches, using most horribie 
langage.

More Downs than Ups for the Betting Man. 
Bavtimore, Md., July 15.— Special. |—The 


They Give Away Franchises Worth Millions, 


and the City Never Gets a Dollar in Re- 

turn—Some Notabie Examples. 

A gentieman who is conversant with mu- 
nicipal affairs, speaking a few days ago about 
the liberality of the Aldermen in granting 
franchises to rich corporations, said that bad 
those granted during the last twenty years 
beeu put up at pubiic auction and sold to the 
highest responsible bidder, and had the pro- 
ceeds been carefully invested, the city would 
derive an income of trom $3,000,000 to $3,500, - 
000 therefrom, and that therefore the tax- 
payers’ fiscal burdens would be very light. 
A year or two ago, when the franchises of 
the street-car companies expired under statu- 
tory limitauon, two well-known local capitalists 
offered to pay the city a large yearly sum for 
their renewal in their bebaif, agreeing at the 
same time to pay the existing companies full 
compensation for*their rolling stock, tracks, 
etc. The Aidermen of course rejected the 
proposition, though it was manifestly in the 
iuterest of the taxpayers. ‘** There was no 
money in it for them. 

Another striking illustration of the avidity 
with which Aldermen vote away the franchises 
was io the matter of the Cuy Passenger Reil- 
wav Company—better known as the Harrison- 
Weeks-Doyle Company. A franchise worth 
about a million dollars at the present 
time was voted to that company in May of 
last year without a cent of compensation as 
far as the city was concerned. Some of the 
Aldermen were paid in stock, of the new com- 
pany for their votes. The road of the new 
corporation, as far as constructed, has been 
laid with money borrowed on the security of 
the franchise. The $1,000,000 of stock liable 
for the $400,000 expended in construction is 
now sought by anxious purchasers who offer 
2% cents on the dollar for it. They can’t 
find any. It will soon be selling at 
par. The syndicate which organized the 
scheme can rake in $925.000 profits even 
now. The city does not benefit a dollar b, it. 
Besides, the city through its Aldermen has 
made a ‘grant to the company for its use of the 
Wasbington street tunnel, which cost $600,000, 
and which can be put in a good state of repair 
for $150,000 at most. This is a clear gitt of

State Assembly of the Knights of Labor was 
in session thirteen hourstoday. Nearly 200 
documents of grievances were first unloaded 
on the committees and then referred to the 
State Assembiy with various recommenda- 
tions. There were over fifty resolutions on 
the contract convict system. The topic ex- 
citing the most interest was a resoiution con- 
cerning Pinkerton’s detective force. After a 
long discussion the Executive Boerd was flual- 
ly instructed to inquire into the authority by 
which armed forces from detective agencies 
are employed at the scenes of labor troubles, 
and if there is legal warrant for such 
action to endeavor to secure a re 

of the statute permitting 
it. there is not such legal 
authority the Executive Board is to a 
the agencies to the full extent. It Was also 
deoided to ask the Legislature to so amend lein 
laws as to extend its benefits to a sub-con- 
tractor of a sub-contractor, however remote. 
that every laborer may be protected by a lein 
for his work. 

Then a long line of laws was asked for, re- 
quiring miners to pay their employés weekly 
in cash, and for all coal actually mined; creat- 
ing a system of uniform text-books in 
schools, to be ‘furnished by the State; 
providing against an appeal from a Justice 
Court in a suit for wages; making the 
signing of a cut-throat lease by a landlord a 
misdemeanor; making it compulsory on a 
county board to pay ali legal fees in prosecu- 
tions at the instance of the peopie; and for a 
State law favorable to codperation. The as- 
sembly indorsed Earnest Eaton of Champaign, 
one of the earliest graduates of the State Uni- 
versity, as a regent of the institution, and 
urged that Gov. Oglesby be requested to ap- 
point bim as the representative of organized 
labor. Thetroubles at Fast St. Louis, resulting 
in the slaughter of a number of people during 
the Soutnwest strike by Deputy Sheriffs, was 
alluded to in a number of speeches, in which 
the St. Clair County authorities were severely 
criticised. 

The coal miners’ troubles in the Grape Creek 
district were referred to the Executive Board, 
together with enough other work to keep it 
busy for a month. As’ it was considered of 
importance to secure the codperation and as- 
sistance of the Farmers Alliance, the Grange, 
and similar organizations, it was decided to 
invite them inio the order, and a committee of 
three was appointed to look after the subject. 
The report of the Committee on Codperation 
showed the codperative pian to have been suc- 
cessful in some localities and failure elsewhere. 

The Committee on Legislation made an ex- 
tended report, which was largely in the nature 
of a platform. The Hennepin Canal as a 
means of regulating the cost of transportation 
was advocated. The report protested against 
the contraction of the currency for the benefit 
of a clasé, and asked for the punishment of 
waterers of stocks. It asked for such efficient 
factory and mining laws as will insure the 
safety and health of operatives and miners, 
and for such assistance as the Government can 
properly afford in sbortening the hours of la- 
bor and in securing pay for all work mat may 
be done. Civil-service reform was earnestly 
commended,

For the Benefit of Subordinates. 

The new tariff of commutation rates on the 
Chicago & Northwestern, which went into 
effect yesterday, provides for several changes 
im the styles of the tickets and the restrictions 
governing the use of the same which will be 
beneficial to the suburban patrons of the road.

Negowuations which have 
been for some time pending between the Balti- 
more Ohio., the Reading, and the Jersey Con- 
tral have reached a satisfactory conclusion.

This will be done 
within the next day or two, and it 
ise stated that within ten days the 
new arrangement will probabiy. g0 
into effect. By it the Baltimore & 
Onio will run through trains out of Jersey 
City on the Jersey Central direct to the West, 
and, it is claimed, will make faster time than 
is now made between here and Cincinnati and 
St. Louis. From Philadelphia to Washington 
| the Baltimore & Ohio will use its new line, on 

which no regular passeoger-trains have as yet 
been ron, although it bas been in use for 
freight for several weeks. The arrangement 
does not mean an abandonment of the Staten 
Island route. Though the terms are for sev- 
eral years, the work on the island and its con- 
nections is going steadily forward, but it is 
thought it cannot be completed and in shape 
for business under two years, bence the pres- 
ent plan. Each company is to be enabled to 
make tbrough rates over the other two lines. 
A leading official said that the arrangement 
would naturally result in another lively cut- 
rate war. 


To Stir Up an Ohio & Mississippi Branch. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., July 15.— Special.]—Some 
time ago the Board of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners made an examination of the 
Ohio & Mississippi Railroad and found that 
portion of it between Fiora and Shawneetown 
in a shocking condition.

THE CITY COUNCIL. 


The West Division Company Given Permis- 
sion to Test a New Cable System—Tax on 
Foreign Fire-Insurance Companies—The 
Water Office Investigation. 

The Council met last evening, Mayor Harri- 
son in the chair, the absentees being Wetherell 
and Eisfeldt. An ordinance was passed author- 
izing the West Division Railway Company to 
extend its tracks on Lake street, from Homan 
to Crawford avenue—yeas 22, nays 2—Whelan 
and Carney; also one granting permission to 
the company to test a new cable on Madison 
street west of Homan avenue; and another 
giving the same right to the Passenger Rai“ 
way Company on Western avenue from Harri- 
son street to Twelfth. 

Ald. Cullerton called up the ordinance re- 
quiring foreign fre- insurance companies to 
pay a license of 2 per cent of their gross re- 
ceipts. It had been in the hands of the Coun- 
cil for months, he said, and ought to be acted 
on. The money derived from this source was 
the main support of the policemen’s and fire- 
men’s benevolent funds, which have received 


nothing since the Supreme Court decided that 


the act of 1879 repeaied the law under which 
the license was imposed. Ald. Brew opposed 
passage, as the ordinance would be illegal and 
invalid and could not be enforced. The only 
Way to get autbority to pass such a measure 
would be to go to the Legisiature, He was un- 
able to find out where the power came from to 
divert the money to the policemen's fund, as 
it was originally intended for the firemen. 
Ald. Cullerton said the companies would lose 
nothing, but the city might be the gainer by a 
large amount of revenue. The question of 
legality should be tested; and, if the ordinances 
were not sustained, the Legisiature should be 
appealed to for the necessary authority to im- 
pose the license. The ordinance was passed— 
— 29; nays, 4— Drew, Clarke, Schack, and

Ald. Hildreth handed in the report of the 
committee which investigated the Water 
Office. They tound that there abuses of au- 
thority and grave irregularities, but whether 
of a criminal nature the committee did not 
express an opinion, as they were not up ip the 
law. The testimony showed that men were 
employed at night work when there was no 
necessity for it; that certain employés had 
been permitted to waste time when they sbould 
have been at work: that favoritism was shown, 

to the detriment of the service; that the Su- 
perintendent had made rebates without the 
authority of the Council; that the books of the 
Assessor were at variance with those of the 
Collector, when they should agree. The com- 
mittee recommended that the Commissioner of 
Public Works make a thorough reorganizacdon 
of the department; that the office of Assessor 
be separated from it and be under the control 
of the Commissioner; that the chief clerk be 
appointed by the Commussioner, and be under 
bis supervision. Hildreth wanted it made a 
special order for Monday night, so that action 
could be taken before the summer adjourn- 
ment. A motion to that effect was lost—yeas 
17, nays 16. 

A report recommending that work on the 
Clark street approach to the Twelfth street 
bridge be suspended until the damage to prop- 
erty is ascertained was sent to the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works with power to act. 

The cable which the West Division Railway 
Company is going to experiment with on West 
Madison street will be run on a different sys- 
tem from the one in use on the South Side. It 
is known as the McNeili-Rasmussen system, 
and was described at length in Tus TRIBUNE 
about a month ago. The tube in which the 
cabie runs is seven end a halt inches wide and 
six inches deep, and i laid in sections of fifty 
feet. Instead of the slot being in 
tne centre of the tracks, it will be 
nearer the outer rail. On the cabie, 
a foot apart, are fastened cast-steel buttons 
three inches in diameter, which pass over a 
slotted wheel at the engine house, the rope 
being moved Dy a positive pull, and it cannot 
slip. A “sprocket” wheel catches these but- 
tons, and thus the car is taken along. One 
motion of a Wheel puts on the brake and takes 
off the wheel, and vice versa. The most inter- 
esting feature about the system is a very in- 
genious invention, in which Superintendent 
Cregier is interested, for running the cars 
over the bridges by means of a cable operated 
by the same machine that operates the cable 
under the street. An endless cable is to be 
laid under the surface of the bridge at the 
same depth as the one on the street. 
A lever and roller, such as are used in slipping 
on and off the beltmg of machinery, are at- 
tached either to the swinging-bridge or tne ap- 
proach at the place where the cable ends. 
When the bridge is open the cable on the 
bridge is idle. As soon as the bridge 1s closed 
the lever connects the belt or cable on the 
bridge with that on the street by means of the 
roller, which transfers the rotary motion of 
the wheel over which the street cable runs 
to the one over which the bridge cable runs 
and thereby sets the bridge cable in motion. 
A erip-car being pulled along by the street 
cable can thus be transferred to the bridge 
cable by simply releasing the street cabie 
and clutching the bridge cable, and the reverse 
when leaving the bridge and passing on the 
approach. When the bridge is opened the 
bridge cable is slipped off the roller and rests 
until the bridge is closed. . 

Mr. Cregier is so confident of the success of 
this invention that he is taking but little in- 
terest in the tunnel question, although the 
West Division Railway Company is about to 
cable all its lines. He does not want any tun- 
nel, all he wants is permission to lay cable on the 
streets if the new cable system proves success- 
ful. The cost of the new cabie will be $15,000 
per mile, includmg the plant and machinery, 
whereas the South Side Company paid over 
$100,000 per mile for ite cable.

His companions hauied bim to the 
surface and a prompt application of restora- 
tives soon brought him back to consciousness.

Tue TrinuNne 
apologizes to its readers for the Western 
Union Company and the Associated Press 
since neither of them seems to have the 
grace either to correct the service or to beg 
pardon for inflicting it upon a long-enduring 
public. 


THE PRESIDENT’S CIVIL-SERVICE ORDER. 
The President has made another contribu- 


tion to the voluminous civil-service literature 
by the issue of an order to the heads of*Gov- 
ernment departments, setting forth that Fed- 
eral officeholders must not use their official 
position to control political movements in 
their localities. The order has a familiar 


President wrote, shortly after his election, to 
Mr. Curtis, in which he said many officehold- 
ers ** have forfeited all just claim to a re- 
tention because they have used their places 
for party purposes, and that such officials, 
as well as their successors, should be taught 
that the quiet and unobtrusive exercise of 
individual political rights is the reasonable 
measure of cheir party service.” 

A year and a half have passed since the 
President wrote to Mr. Curtis, and yet none 
of the successors have paid any attention 
to the warnings conveyed in that letter. It 
has been observed of late that more than one 
officeholder in Washington has ‘‘ quietly and 
unobtrusively” left his position and gone 
home to manipulate Congressional conven- 
tions. ‘The convention which recently nomi- 
nated Mr. Holman was largely composed of 
Federal officeholders. From a single county 
there were five Postmasters sitting as ‘‘ quiet 
and unobtrusive” delegates. Nearly all the 
Federal officeholders of Iowa, including all 
revenue collectors, were present at the recent 
State convention. The Cincinnati Enqutrer 
complains that twenty-four Federal office-. 
holders attempted to run the recent Con- 
Coshocton, O. 
There have been many other cases of the 
same kind, showing that the President's 
warnings a year anda half ago have not 
been heeded. Is there any likelihood that 
they will be heeded, now that he has re- 
peated them, or that any change will be 
made durmg the remainder of his term in 
the tacties of the officeholders ? 

The most direct answer to the question is 
to be found in the fact that none of his civil- 
service fulminations have been obeyed and 
no one has been disciplined for not obeying 
them. The latest one reads well on paper. 
It is full of generous sentiment. If its pro- 
visions were as rigorously enforced among 
the Democratic officeholders as they were 
among those whom they superseded it would 
mow down a wide swath of them, and pub- 
lic office would be a public trust.“ But it 
will not be carried out. It is doubtful 
whether it was intended to be. It will serve 
its temporary purpose as a protest against 
Republican criticism and then pass into in- 
nocuous desuetude.” 


ATTORNEYS IN THE SENATE. 

Senator Beck’s bill prohibiting members of 
Congress from serving as attorneys for land- 
grant and subsidized railroad companies was 
finally reported back to the Senate by the 
majority of the committee Tuesday with a 
substitute, Senator Edmunds, it will be re- 
membered, succeeded in having the bill re- 
ferred to his committee the 23d of June, 
promising to report it back in a week. 

The substitute offered by the majority re- 
port was prepared by Messrs, Edmunds, 
Evarts, and other corporation attorneys, and 
is in effect the original bill, with the amerid- 
ment offered three weeks ago by Mitchell of 
Oregon, designed to make the measure ridic- 
ulous. That substitute prohibits members of 
Congress from acting as attorneys, not only 
for subsidized railroads, but inter-State canals 
and express companies, corporations en- 
gaged in transporting the niails, and import- 
ers and manufacturers of articles upon which 
there is a customs duty or internal revenue 
tax. ¢ 
Mr. Evarts, who signed this report, ebject- 
ed to the bill three weeks ago in the 
on the ground that it would cast a stigma 
both upon that body and the legal profession 
generally, and he stated at that time that 


there were sixty-five Senators who were law- | 


vers. Messrs. Evarts and Edmunds, although 
both eerporation attorneys, are somewhat 
egotistical persons, who have no apprehen- 
sion that their reputations can be successful- 
ly assailed on account of any scandals arising 
out of the practice which the bill was intend- 
ed to prohibit. Their colleagues of ‘the 
majority, arguing from other premises, are 
apparently of the same opinion. The only 
inference deducible, therefore, from their re- 
port is that they have determined to apply 
the test of ridicule to the truth of the alleged 
imputation contained in the original proposi- 
tion. The character of their substitute not 
only will but ought to insure its rejection. 
Members ot Congress who are lawyers can- 
not justly be expected to abstain from the 
practice of their profession in consideration 
of their $5,000 annual salary, as they would 
virtually be obliged to by such a law.

The minority report, signed by Senators 
Coke, George, Vest, and Wilson of Iowa, 
recommends the adoption of the original bill 
with an amendment extending its prohibi- 
tion to all‘civil officers of the Government, 
and that is the form in which the bill should 
pass. The influence of the executive depart- 
ments upon legislation is powerful and wide- 
reaching, and many of their officers are at- 
torneys who, if they have not the time for 
general practice, at least have and can exer- 
cise opportunities for acting as the regularly 
salaried attorneys for railroads. 

Senator Beck is reported as determined not 
to let the session close before action on his 
bill. A majority of Senators will hardly care 
to go on record against the bill on the roll- 
call either by a vote for a ridiculous or eva; 
sive substitute or a direct vote in opposition. 
It may be deplorable that such a law should 
be necessary; but nevertheless the bill has 
commended itself to all honest and intelligent 
persons outside of Congress. 


CAPTURED BY THE TEETOTALISTS. 
The Republican Anti-Saloon Conference, 


held in Boston the 11th inst., did not meet 
the expectations of the promoters of the move- 
ment, nor can it be said to have represented 
the Republican party of the State as an organ- 
ization. There were about 100 persons, all told, 
in attendance, among them several clergy- 
men with an ism,“ high-license advocates, 
Prohibitionists, woman-suffragists, and a 
few cranky reformers. It was, in fact, just 
such a collection as might have been expected 
from the general nature ot the call. The 
woman-suffragists attempted to commit the 
meeting to full municipal suffrage to fe- 
male citizens.”” The Prohibitionists tried to 
carry through prohibition resolutions. The 
temperance people advocated legislation to 
restrict the traffic in liquor. After long and 
somewhat heated discussion, woman suffrage 
was thrown out altogether. The temperance 
men carried their resolution, and the Prohi- 
bitionists were appeased with a resolution to 
the effect that a constitutional prohibition 
amendment should be submitted to the peo- 
ple. As their action will have to be submit- 
ted to the Republican State Convention, any 
comment on the merits of the case would be 
premature. It does not appear, however, 
that the conference was a representative one 
in any sense, or that there was harmony 
enough in its deliberations to commend its 
action to serious consideration by the State 
Convention. In any event, if the Massa- 
chusetts Republicans wish to insure defeat 
next fall, all they have to do is to put prohi- 
bition into their platform. Perhaps the re- 
sult of the conference has already shown 
genuine temperance men in that State the 
folly of having anything to do with fanatical 
Prohibitionists. 

From the detailed report of its proceedings 
it is apparent that those who went there for 
the purpose of attracting the Prohibition 
Republicans back to the party by a glittering 
compromise found themselves disappointed. 
Instead of accepting their bid the Prohibi- 
tionists captured the meeting and forced a 
resolution through calling for a constitu- 
tional prohibition amendment, which is just 
what the Republican party in Massachu- 
setts does not want. The full fruitage of 
the movement, however, will not be mani- 
fest until the proposed national conference 
in Chicago has been held. In the meantime 
it emphasizes the folly of the ex- 
pectation that Prohibitionists are go- 
ing to be satisfied with ‘anything short of 
prohibition, whether it can be enforced 
or not. It is equally absurd to expect that 
the Republican party can carry the Probibi- 
tion load and succeed. The New York Trib- 
une, which indorses the anti-saloon move- 
ment, says: In fact the analysis of 
„ new movement shows that it is one to ob- 
„ tain what the Prohibitionists want, but in 
n common sense, practical way, which 
promises far better results than the third- 
party men can ever reach.” As the Prohi- 
bitionists carried their point by committing 
the conference in favor of a constitutional 
amendment intended to completely stop the 
drink traffic, it is not exactly clear what the 
Tribune means by the above statement. 


THE PANAMA CANAL FAKIR. 

M. de Lesseps is a veritable Mark Tapley, 
resolved to be jolly under the most depress- 
mg circumstances. The French Government 
has thrown out the canal lottery bill; years 
of time and millions of money have been ex- 
hausted with but little to show for it; no 
plans have yet been made for the most diffi- 
cult parts of the engineering, such as the 
construction of the Chagres dam; it is un- 
certain whether the river can be controlled at 
all, and the best engineers in the world are 
doubtful whether the work can ever be accom- 
plished—still. M. de Lesseps cheerfully issues 
his proclamation that despite all obstacles 
we shall march on,“ and the canal 
will be finished by 1889. The proclamation 
is accompanied by his proposition to issue 
additional bonds of the company, on their 
own merits,” to the amount of $120,000,000. 
To raise this amount will increase the bond- 
ed debt of the company to 8304, 000, 000 and 
the total liability in stock and bonds to about 
8408, 000, 000. There may be other French- 
men as mercurial and sanguine as M. de 
Lesseps who will invest in the bonds, but 
capitalists in cooler countries will demand 
some better security than the simple ‘* mer- 
its” of the enterprise, which appear after 
years of effort to be even flinisier than those 
of Eads’ job. The latter has not yet com- 
mended itself to any capitalists save the 
confiding grangers who hold Uncle Sam’s 
purse-strings and don’t hold them tight 
enough. 

SHORT WEIGHTS ON GRAIN. 

A meeting of some of the grain-dealers of 
New England was held in Boston a few days 
ago, for the purpose of protesting against 
short weights and measures in cars of grain 
from the West. ‘The conclusion was arrived 
at that the only remedy is to oblige the rail- 
roads to give a receipt for the quantity re- 
ceived by them, as is the rule with lake 
carriers. The vessel is held responsible for 
any shortage from the quantity receipted for, 
and it is urged that the railroad should be 
amenable to the same rule. 

More than one reason exists for unwilling- 


ness on the part of railroad men to give the 


receipt asked for. The facilities for weigh- 
ing are not the same, except te & limited ex- 
tent, with cars as with vesséls, and the lia- 
bility to loss, both by leakage and by petty 
stealing, while the grain is en route is great- 
er. The loss is in process of diminution bya 
tighter building of cars and locking them 
while in transit. The matter of weighing is 
a point on which a good word may be said 
for Chicago. 

The trouble complained of is chiefly ex- 
perienced with grain that is received direct 
from country points. It results from the ef- 
fort to avoid payment of the cost of insuring 
quality and quantity which is offered by the 
system of handling bere. The arrangements 
of the trade in this city include an efficient

Mr. Foster of the defense object- 
ed to him, but the objection was promptly 
overruled by Judge Gary, who observed that 
the juror came within the law. The fact of 
his being sufficiently intelligent to have an 
opinion, which he admitted could be gov- 
erned by the evidence, seems to have 
been sufficient to move Lawyer Black to 


fense-against respectability. After the long 
delay there is much satisfaction in the rea- 
sonable assurance that a jury somewhat 
above the average has been secured, It is 
in a measure a compensation for the time 
wasted in reaching it. The State’s-Attorney 
was prompt in opening the case for the peo- 
ple, and there is no apparent reason why it 
should not go steadily on to a conclusion. 
At best the trial must be a long one, as there 
are hosts ot witnesses to be examined. 
Every precaution should be taken to avoid 
the delay consequent upon a juror’s illness;

As THE British elections approach to a 
close it is apparent that the Gladstonians 
will not have been the only sufferers at the 
hands ot the British electors. The Liberal- 
Unionists, or paper Unionists” as Mr. 
Gladstone calls them, are having a hard time 
of it. From present appearances their num- 
ber will be reduced from 104 to less than 
seventy-five, perhaps less than seventy. 
Some of the most conspicuous leaders are the 
victims, including Goschen, Trevelyan, Brand, 
Mitchell-Henry, Boyd Kinnear, and last 
though by no means least Albert H. Grey. 
Grey was one of the first seceders. He is a 
scion of one of the great Whig houses, heir 
presumptive to Earl Grey, and son of Gen. 
Grey, private secretary of the Queen. It is 
not surprising that he was the first inmate of 
the Cave of Adullam, and it is no less note- 
worthy that the miners of the Tyneside elected 
an honest Gladstonian as his successor. Grey 
paid the election expenses of six Unionist 
candidates, and induced half a dozen of his 
relatives to enter the lists: and pay their own 
expenses. Besides that he made a dead set 
on and tried to defeat his cousin, Sir Edward 
Grey, a stanch Gladstonian, in a neighboring 
district. The defeated seceder will probably 
be provided with a seat by the Tories. 


Tae unfavorable outlook for the crop of 
hops in this country and in Earope has 
caused a marked advance in prices. In the 
London market American hops are quoted 


shillings a short time ago. Contracts have 
recently been made for Pacific coast hops of 
this season to be laid down in New York at 
271¢ cents per pound, the purchasing having 
been done on the supposition that the State 
of New York will not produce more than 
half a crop this year.

A PHYSICIAN in the interior of the State 
recently wrote to the State Controller at Al- 
bany, N. V., tor a copy of a prescription for 
an infallible remedy for bydrophobia, on ac- 
count of which che State appropriated $1,000 
in 1806 to pay to one John M. Crous, who 
claimed to have discovered the cure. A search 
for the paper resulted in the finding of the. 
warrant apon which the money had been paid, 
and upon the back of it was written the 
receipt of Dr. Crous, dated Maren 25, 1806. 
The story of the transaction is a curious reve- 
lation of legislative jobbery eighty years ago. 
Crous was a Hessian soldier in the Revolution- 
ary War, who deserted and found his way to 
the brisk village of Athens, then called Lu- 
nenberg, on the Hudson. Here he lived in a 
little Dutch stone bouse for many years, 
practicing upon the credulity and fears of the 
primitive people about there. He pretended to 
be a physician, and achieved a local reputa- 
tion by alleging that he bad discovered an 
infallible remedy for bydrophobia. Some 
simple legisiator in the vicinity was persuaded 
to introduce a billior the purchase and pub- 
lication of the secret by the State. Crous 
wanted a thousand dollars, ana a bill appro- 
priating that amount passed the Senate 
and was finally fought through the Assembly. 
Among those who advocated the measure were 
De Witt Clinton, Ambrose Spencer, Chancellor 
Kent, Joseph C. Yates, and others. The bill 
provided that Crous should give au indemaity 
bond of $2,000 to protect the State should the 


deceptive and ineffectual. This, after some 
difficulty in a search tor bondsmen, he did. 
He then retufned t Athens and prospered by 
the boom given to bis reputation through the 
State’s action, He mvested in real estate and 
at one time owned the well-koown Round-Top 
property in the Catskili Mountains. He is sup- 
posed to have died poor, however, and none 
of his descendants is now xnown of. The pre- 
scription was not found in the Controlier’s of- 
fice, evidently having been stolen. The Albany 
Gazetic of March 81, 1806, was found to con- 
tain acopy. The remedy was compounded of 
one ounce of the jaw-bone of a dog, burned 
and pulverized, the false tongue of a newly 
foaled colt, dried and pulverized, and a 
*“scuple of verdigrease,”” raised on the sur- 
face of old copper by laying it in moist earth, 
Directions for treatment followed, involving, 
in a certain contingency, a dose of 120 drops 
of liquia laudanum.

rett arrives. To put it vuiearly, there is a sus- 
picion among Wilson Barrett's friends that 
Irvinmg’s American visit is intended chiefly to 
take the wind out of a rival's sails.

Imagine this man to be 75 


old, but at the same move about 


TRYING TO CUT IT 1 


A PROPOSED REDUCTION IN THE RIVER 
AND HARBOR BILL. 


The Scheme Is to Knock Off 25 Per Cent 
of the Appropriation in. Each Item— 


Spicy Talk in the Senate Over = Pros- 


pective Veto of the Measure—Labor Bilis 
Passed—Treasury Clerks in vi ahah 
More Appointments. 

Wasuinotons, D. C., July 15.—The Senate 
resumed consideration of the River and Har- 
bor Appropriation bill, the amendment adopted 
in Committee of the Whole being first to be 
disposed of. The first point on which there was 
division was on the amendment (offered orig- 
inally by Ingalls) to the items for Mississippi 
River, providing we portion of the appropria- 
tion for Plum Point and Lake Providence 
reaches be confined to complete the repair of and 
to the maintenance of the levees througbout 
guch reaches to hight of two feet above 
the flood-mark of 1 and to the completion 
of the permeab.e works of centraction. Amend- 


ment adopted. 

The next was on au amendment (originally 
offered by Harrison) to the same item to add 
to the proviso authorizing the commission to 
repair and buiid ievees if necessary to the 
navigation and commerce of the river the 
words, but not below the reaches which are 
being Improved by them, uniess it shall be 
necessary in order to prevent or close an in- 
jurious crevasse or outlet.“ The Harrison 
amendment was agreed to. 

The amendment (offered by Hale) striking 
out Sec. 2. which legislated against dumping 
refuse matter in barbors, rivers, or tributary 
‘waters to be improved, next-came up. In- 
stead of the section struck out had been in- 
serted (on motion of Conger) a provision au- 
thorizing tne Secretary of War to establish 
barbor lines and establish lines where deposi’s 
of the débris from mines or stamp works can be 
made without injury to navigation. The ques- 
tion was on striking out and inserting. Agreed 
to. 

The amendments striking out Secs, 3, 4, 5, 6, 
7, and 11 were all to. All the amend- 
ments agreed to by the Senate in Committee 
of the Whole baving been disposed of, the 
whole bill was open to amendment. 

Edmunds moved to strike out the clause ac- 
cepting the Muskingum River improvement 
from the State of Onio. Sberman argued 
strongly against the motion. It was a free and 
generous gift to the Government with the 
view of meking it toli free. Edmunds said it 
was an implied obligation on the Government 
to maintain this improvement forever, The 
motion to strike out was rejected—yeas 12, 
nays 84. 

Mr. Toller, referring to bis vote on Gibson's 
motion to strike out Harrison’s amendment to 
the Mississippi River section, said be learned 
from Brown that be understood they were 
paired on those questions. He therefore moved 
to reconsider the vote by which that motion to 
strike out was rejected by a tie vote, Teller 
baving voted in the negative. The vote was 
reconsidered and the motion tostrike out Har- 
rison's ameddment was agreed to. :

HENRY IRVI:G. 


His Lecture at Oxford Univetsity on the 
Earlier English Tragedians. 

Mr. Irving, referring to the tragedians Bet- 
terton, Garrick, and Kean, at Oxford Univer- 
sity June 26, said that in their time toe diffi. 
culties surrounding the stage were such that 
the fluer lights and shades of intonation must 
have been impossible, and recitation, rather 
than impersonation, would be generally aimed 
at by the actors. Betterton, a son of one of 
Charles I.“s cooks, was born in Westmineter 
eighteen years after the death of Burbage. 
He began his dramatic career at the age 
of 24, and for .upwards of sixty years 
beid the position of the foremost actor 
of the day. By charming the pubiic in the 
popular novelties: of the Restoration be was 
ale to command their support when he sought 
it for anobler form of drama. This was the 
man of whom Steele and Addison wroie en- 
thusiasticaliy in the Iatter; and be was buried 
in the cloieters of Westminster Abbey in 1710 
with every mark ofrespect and honor. Littie 
more than thirty years elapsed between the 
death of Betterton and the appearance of 
David Garrick, who was to restore Nature once 
more to the stage. Dy descent Garrick 
was a combination of French, English, 
and Irish, a combination by no 
means uvnpromising fer one who was 

to be an actor. . Garrick in one leap, in 
1741. gained a position which in the case of 


most other actors bad only been reached 
Garrick was greatly ex- 
envy from the very 


through years of toil. 

to the attacks of 
universality of bis success; but ne was a man 
of 4 noble character, and all that was known 
of bim was to bis bonor. His style of acting 
was eminentiy natural, and he was a very in- 
tense actor. Garrick made Sbakspeare's piays 
once more popular: and he accumplished the

on the other side of the footlights. 
The extraordinary early bistory of Edmund 
Kean, the degrading sufferings of his child-

Drury Lane. The fascination ot bis manner 
ied Mr. Irving to conciude that Kean was the 
greatest artist our stage bas ever seen. Cole- 
ridge said of him that to see Kean act was

A CROSS-IOWN RAILWAY: 


A Company Incorporated at Springfield 
Yesterday—What Mr. Curran Has to Say 
About It. 

Jonn J. Curran, J. B. Ryan, and Frank Benz 
obtained a license from the Secretary of State 
at Springfieid yesterday for the incorporation 
of the Crose-Town Passenger Railway Com- 
pany,/with a capital stock of $1.000,000. It is 
proposed by the company to construct a line 
of street railway on Taylor street west from 
Dearborn to Dougias Park. At Union street a 
line will be run south to Twenty-second street, 
and then east to State. Another line will be 
run west on Fourteenth from Union to Dougias 
Park, and another north on Paulina street be- 
tween Biue Island and Milwaukee avenues. 

The projectors of this enterprise are start- 
ing out on the idea that they can prevail on 
property-ownors along the proposed right of 
way to take capital stock to such an extent 
that the securing of the right of way will be 
a matter easy to accomplish. As an iniuce- 
ment to property-owners the capital stock has 
been divided into 20,000 shares at $50 each, one 
of which will be given free to every property- 
owner who signs the permit for right of way 
along the proposed route. Mr. J. J. Curran, 
the prime mover of the enterprise, said last 
night: The prospects for the early construc- 
tion of the road are first-class. It is meeting with 
encouragement by large numbers of property- 
owners and capitalists. At the first little meet- 
ing we held $50,000 of stock was subscribed. 
Since that time a number of persons have sig- 
nihed their willingness to Aare ‘from $5,000 to 
$15,000 of shares. When’ we have obtained 
consent from a sufficient number of property- 
owners for the right of way we will ask tho 
Council to pass the proper ordinance.

GAS, FUEL & LIGHT COMPANY, 

He Bids $1,950,000 and It Is. Knocked 
Down to Him—He Is Supposed to Rep- 
resent S. W. Allerton and Some Eastern 
Capitalists—How the Bidding Was Done 
—The Price Looked Upon as a Fair One 
~The Plant and Good-Will Worth 
$3,000,000. 

The property and franchise of the Consum- 
ers’ Gas, Fuel & Light Company were sold yes- 
terday morning from the north steps of the 
Custom-House. About fifty men were present, 
and among them C. R. Cummings, Sidney 
Kent, John T. Lester, William 8. Reyburn of 
Philadelphia, Charles Singer, J. E. Addicks, 
Elmer Wasbburn, William G. Beale, George 
Wilson, C. M. Osborn, O. 8. Gaither, William 
E. Furness, Gen. George W. Smith, Dr. Ryder, 
and Receiver Judson. 

Master in Chancery Sherman read the decree 
of the United States Circuit Court ordering the 
sale under the foreclosure of the mortgage and 
trust deed, and said $10,000 must be deposited 
before a bid could be received. 

Mr. Beale gave notice that steps had bee 
taken to have the proceedings in the case re- 
opened on behalf of certain of the stock- 
holders and bondholders, who would endeavor 
to invalidate the sale. He stated this for the 
benetit of the parties who might purchase the 
property. 

Mr. Osborne—For the purpose of preventing

WANTED FOR MURDER. 


Willam Dickson, Who Jumped His Bail in 
Cincinnati Found Here, a Waiter in a Res- 
taurant—The Crime. 

William Dickson, 24 years old, who is wanted 
in Cincinnati, O., to stand trial for the mur- 
der, two years and a half ago, of a young man 
named Walter Graves, was arrested io this 
city yesterday by Detective Crawford of the 
Cincinnati police and Detectives Haas and 
McKeough of the Central Station: Graves, 
the murdered man, and Dickson, were com- 
panions. They were of the middle-ciass and 
were employed as clerks. The fatal assault 
was committed in a saloon at No. 
157 West Sixth street. The . young 
men were drinking together and became in- 
voived in a dispute during which Dickson, it is 
alleged, seized an ice-pick and stabbed Graves 
in the neck. An artery was severed and the 
wounded man bied to death on the spot. 
Dickson was arrested, tried, and sentenced to 
imprisonment for life, but a new trial was 
granted and Dickson was admitted to bail in 
$5,000, the oond being furnished by Schafe 
Forbes, a wealthy grain merchant of that city. 
In tune meantime Dickson's brother, who is 
kuown as ** The Kid,“ made a sworn state- 
ment that be, not his brother, was the slayer 
of Graves. ‘The police asserted that they had 
positive. evidence to the contrary, but 
when the accused was wanted for a 
second trial it was learned that he had jumped 
bis bail. The entire police force of Cincinoati 
maintained a search ior him for two years. 
He was traced to New York, Boston, New Or- 
leans, St. Louis, and nearly every large city of 
the United States, but be managed to elude bis 
pursuers. A few weeks ago Detective Craw- 
ford came to Chicago in search of Red Al- 
len, a well-known confidence, man, and in a 1(- 
cent restaurant on South Clark street, near

Yesterday the three officers went to the res- 
taurant where Dickson had been discovered. 
He was there when the officers arrived, and 
was placed under arrest. He would make no 
admissions to the police in relauon to the crime 
of which be is accused, but talked freely of 
bis travels during the two years. He had been 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific coasts and 
came here a few weeks ago from Kansas City. 
He will be taken back to Cincinnati today. 


CONSIDERABLE STONE-THROWING. 


An Ugly Disposition Manifested by Several 
Men in Sympathy with the Lake Shore 
Strikers—One of the Throwers Soundly 
Thumped. 

The imported Lake Shore switchmen refused 
to go to work yesterday morning in Packing- 
town unless guarded by a foree of Pinkerton 
men, and, contrary to its previously-expressed 
intentions, the company finally detailed sixteen 
guards to accompany the engines through the 
Stock-Yards. This is a reduction in the force 
of twenty men from the day before. 

There was considerable stone-throwing in 
the vicinity of the Root street crossmg and 
Ed Penders was caught in the act, but instead 
of being arrested be was soundiy thumped by 
one of the specials. In the Stock- Yards a gang 
of men employed at Robert Warren & Co.'s 
packing-house refused to load Lake Shore cars, 
and were thereupon discharged. 

There is talk about a large mass-meeting of 
the citizens of the Town of Lake to be held 
next Tuesday night to consider the best means 
to bring about a settlement of the strike, as 
its continuance is running up a big bill of ex- 
penses against the city. At present the sym- 
pathy of the residents is with the strikers, but 
when it comes to settling up the bills a new 
phase of the case will be presented that may 
change the sentiments of the taxpayers. 

Some of the strikers claim they have been 
blacklisted by the other railroads ahd claim 
that if a boycott against a business house or 
railroad is illegal it must be so when applied 
against the laborer. Jerry Keefe, one of the 
Strikers. was given employment on the Grand 
Trunk, but was laid off several days ago, and, 
as be claims, for no other reason than because 
be was formerly on the Lake Shore. 

Late yesterday afternoon James Casey and 
John Lynch, two of the strikers, were arrested 
by Constable Scanlan and taken before Justice 
Meech at the afternoon session of the Armory 
Court. Casey, who was charged with deraii- 
ing @ train, was held until July 17 in bonds of 
81.800, and Lynch until the same time in $1,000 
bail, the charge against him being the inciting 
of riot and interference with railway trains.

A SUPPOSITITIOUS CHILD. 


SUCH JUDGE TULEY YESTERDAY DE- 


CIDED THE ROLLAR BABY TO BE. 


Mrs. Rollar Declared to Be a Wife by Com- 
mon Law Marriage, but the Little One 
Not Hers—The Western Baptist Theolog- 
ical Institute Foreclosure—Mrs. Middle- 
ton Secures a Divorce—Judge Gresham 
Remands the Jeffery Case—Tuthill King's 
Estate—An Obtuse Officer. 


Judge Tuley yesterday decided the notorious 
Rollar baby case, holding the child to be sup- 
posititious. This wasa bili filed by a child, 
Gertrude F. W. Rollar, to obtain a share in the 
estate of the late Gottlieb Frederick William 
Rollar. The heirs, who were defendants, 
claimed that Gertrude was a supposititious 
child, obtained by Mrs. King, Rollar's house- 
keeper, who ciaimed to be his wife and foisted 
on bim as his child. There was evidence to 
show that Mrs. King had gotten the child from 
the notorious Mrs. Van Ornum. The case was 
first beard by a jury over a year ago, but the 
jury were unable to agree. Judge Tuler last 
fall heard additional evidence, and after 
keeping the puzzimg case under consideration 
nearly nine moaths rendered bis decision yes- 
terday. He reviewed the evidence at great 
length, and said that at first be was as bad off 
as che jury, but after considering all the 
evidence be was of the opinion that Mrs. King 
was Rollar's wife by a common law marriage, 
but that the child was spurious, and not en- 
titled to any relief. The beirs, however, were 
decreed to pay out of the estate, which 1s 
worth $7,000, the sum of $500 to Messrs. Wood- 
bridge and Lackner, the attorreys for the 
child. The case first came into court on a 
compromise suit by which the heirs agreed to 
give Mrs. Rollar one quarter the estate in trust 
for the child. When the Judge, however, 
learned there was a child in the case, he re- 
fused to enter any compromise decree, and in- 


sisted that the case should be heard in open 


court, with the above result. 


A Scheme Which Was Unsuccessful. 

Judge Tuley also decided the foreciosure 
case of the Western Baptist Theological Inst 
tute against Henry Winston Walker, to fore- 
close a trust deed for $17,000 on five wharf lots 
in Canalport. The defense was that in.Janu- 
ary, 1880, before Waiker had acquired bia title, 
ne, through his father, Sam Walker, made an 
agreement with the firm of Thomas R. Lyon, 
art., to lease them the property for a term of 
years. The lessees were to make large and 
costly improvements for which they were to 
bave a first lien on the property over the pur- 
chase money mortgage which was subsequent- 
ly given, and claimed that the agents of the 
complainants acceded to this arrangement. 
The Judge held that if the agents had given 
such consent they had exceeded their author- 
ity and the consent was void; that the pur- 
chase money mortgage took precedence over 
the prior recorded lease, and the com piainants 
were entitled to a decree of foreclosure.

THE CONDITION OF CORN, 


The Report of the Illinois Board of Agri- 
culture Shows the Corn Crop to Be Near- 
ly an Average in Area and Growth—Dam- 

* age to Wheat by Storm and Drouth. 

_ SPRINGFIELD, III., July 15.—The State Board 
of Agriculture wakes public today the statis- 
tics of its correspondents regarding athe grow- 
ing,crop of corn. The area of corn is about 
as large as last season in the Northern Divis- 
ion of the State, and some larger in the South- 


ern Division. The area of corn is not quite. 


so large in tne central portion of the State as 
in 1885. The average condition of corn in the 
Northern Division of the State is not quite as 
promising as on the let of June. There bas 
been some improvement during the last 


month only in the following counties in 
this portion of the State, viz: De Kalb, 
Grundy, Kankakee, Knox, Marshall, Peo- 
ria, Stark, and Winnebago. The July con- 
dition of corn gives encouragement for 
an average yield per acrein only nine north- 
ern counties. The area of corn in the Central 
Division averages 3 per cent less than last sea- 
son. The July condition ot corn is more 
promising in the Central Division than at any 
corresponding date for several years past, and 
with the exception of thirteen central counties 
the prospects are favorable for an average or 
better yield. There is a slight increase in the 
average area in the Southern Division. The 
corn area is as large or larger than last year in 
the counties of this section with the exoep- 
tion of six. Tne average condition of corn in 
the southern counties is not so promising as 
the first of last month, and, from present pros- 
pects, willbe about 90 percent of an average 
yield per acre.

The manor 
of Rensselaerswyck (wyck being a Dutch word, 
meaning place of refuge or rest) was forty- 
eight miles long by twenty-four miles wide, 
and divided by the Hudson Kiver into two 
equal parts. It was strictly entailed in the 
eldest male line until the death of the last 
patroon, who divided hid property by will 
among his children. He left the manor-house 
to bis eldest son, Stephen, who died there in 
1868. 0 . 

The patroons kept up a very handsome style 
of Mum in meir manor house. An English 
gentieman, prominevt in public life, describing 
a dinner party there in the early days of this 
century, said that nothing be bad ever seen 
in Europe could equal the magnificence of the 
scene.“ Prof. Sijmman, writing about the 
same time, calied| the bouse “a palace.“

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STYLES LIKELY TO PREVAIL DURING

Some of the Hight-Spirited, Pretty Young 
Women at Atlantic City Insist that the 
System of Chaperonage Is English Tyr 
anny, and, Being Free and Independent 
Girls, Attempt to Bring About a Revo- 
lation. 

Over the stretch of white sands of the beach, 
across the narrow strip of waters dimpling in 
the sunlight, the tink/e of girlish lauabter and 
the drowsy hum of maidenly gossip came to 
me softiy as a clove-blowa zephyr (says & cor- 
respondent of the New York World.) It was 
on the sands at that Lotos-dream’s retreat, At- 
lantic City, where every one bad burried that 
the winds of the sea might blow away the 
ashos of the city winter and the discontent of 
city dust. The gossiping group held half a 
score of high-spirited giris—pretty as all giris 
are born to be—and the talk, beginning as idle 
gossip, soon grew earnest and almost vehe | 
ment, and from my moored boat close at band 
I could not but hear the drift of the discus- 
sion. The approach of Independence-Day had 
fired them with patriotic ardor, and one fair 
vision in blue from Philadeiphia was pleading 
with the other girls to join her in a rebellion that 
should henceforward give to the Fourth of 
July a uéw meaning and a new giory. Just 
110 years ago the men of this country had risen 
against English tyranny, and now should not 
the women of this great and glorious land also 
rise in their might and throw off the yoke of 
Engiish custom? 

The very children stopped their play upon 
the sands to watch the red, red tips of the 
pretty orator, and for the moment forgot their 
sand-palaces in admiration of the childishiy 
fierce way shetalked. It takes a good deal to 
make a healthy child teave its play. So, when 
the children gathered about the girlish group, 
I, too, begged permission to make one of the 
audience, And this is what I learned: 

There was to be a new revolt—a. revolt of 
American girls against chaperons at the sea- 
side. “More thao a century aso, explained 
the pretty Philadelphian, our fathers re- 
belled awainst the English. So now, on this 
110th anniversary of our country’s freedom, we 
mean to protest against the cbhaperon as an 
American institution. Our mothers and our 
grandmothers went about unguarded in this 
way, and shall we now be forced to do other 
than they? Cannot an American girl be trust- 
ed by herself? Fora century we bave gone 
about unattended, and now in this last decade 
must the English custom of chaperonage com- 
pletely possess us? No. Rather than that, let 
us fly to arms and———’’ . 

** But to whose arms shall we fly? asked 
Boston member of the impromptu congress, in 
a tone so demure and yet so serious that no 
one could accuse her of levity. That is just 
tme question. We stand ready, but whose 
arms? 

The discussion might have been turned into 
a more interesting channel by this timely ques- 
uon, but the always self-possessed New York 
angel in a creamy gown that somehow seemed 
to fit just a trifle closer than any of the others 
took up the thread calmly where it had been 
dropped.

POSSIBILITIES UF ALUMINIUM. 


How and When Iron’s Great Rival May Be 
Made Available. | 
We have no authentic bistory of the gradual 
introduction of iron, into the uses of civilized 
man; but given the rough brown or gray stone 
that we have in our ores, it is evident that the 
whole was not transformed in an hour ora 
day into the exquisit temper of the Damascus 
blade. It is also probable that while it was 
still a rare and expensive metal, available only 
to those who were high in wealth and rank, 
that the possibilities of its varied structure 
were well known. Buttobrmg all of these 
varied uses to which it has attained within the 
grasp of the ordinary man has taken untold 
centuries of pains and labor, and discovery 
upon discovery bas been required to de- 
velop it. 
Now a new metal is coming upon the feld, 
which some ciaim will soon be all its own, and 


iron, the metal heretofore without a peer, and 
the greatest factor of human progress, must 
step down and out. Aluminium, they say, can 
be hardened tili the diamond is its oniy rival; 
it can be drawn into a wire so fine or hammered 
into sheets so thin that the goldbeater alone 
can do the work: the tensile etrength of its 
wire rises te 100,000 pounds to the square ioch 
of section; water and the atmosphere cannot 
corrode it; it will burnish like polished silver, 
blows cannot crystallize it, and its conductivity 
of heat surpasses that of copper. Then its 
alloys make an anti-friction metal that goes 
beyond the power ot brass or babbitt to pro- 
duce, 

Before such qualities as these iron pales 
into the merest insignificance. But before we 
throw away our hammer and chisel or breax 
our locomotive up let us look at what has 
made iron the metal of the world. It is easily 
summed up in two words, its cheapness.” 
With crude iron at one cent a pound all things 
seem possibie for it to accomplish, but mul 
ply it by ten and all of our commonest con- 
veniences will vanish like breath. 

Sixty years ago adrop of aluminium was 
produced in a German laboratory after a re- 
search for fifty years with the best appliances 
ot the time, and twenty years more were nec 
essary to produce a larger bead. Then in ten 
years more the metal was on the market at 
$32 per pound. 

Since then chemistry has been struggling 
with the task, and by its constant efforts the 
price has dropped to $15 for a pound, and now 
a new discoverer tells that it can be put upon 
the market at $4 to the pound. We know the 
metal well, and the chemist has tried it in his 
laboratory: he has bammered and drawn, and 
melted and hardened, until every quality is 
known, but stili the price must make it 
rare. It costs one-eighth the price of 
thirty years ago, and still it is 400 times 
the cost of iron. So it matters little 
that it stands third in quantity of all the 
substances of which the earth is formed, 
that it lies about us in every bed of clay, or 
sbale, and that nearly every rock is but an ore 
bed with wondrous possibilities; so long as 
Nature holds the secret key by which it can be 
unlocked and freed from the combinations in 
which we find it, it canuot take the piace of. 
iron. Toattbis may come in time is not de- 
yond the range of what can be regarded as a 
possibility, but it must come by slow and 
labored steps; meanwhile our iron will hold its 
own and be used as heretofore, while alu min- 
jum must bea laboratory metal for a while, 
and get occasional applicauon in the more ex- 
pensive impiements of science.—Power. —

Cruz in January, 1879. He was one of a party 
or about seventy-five American excursionists 
who had gone down from Chicago to look at 
the country and see what trade they could 
drum up with Mexico. We went up to the 
Capital in the same train, and went to the Itur- 
bide el together. That elesunt hostelry, 
like - ‘the other uneemfortable hotels 
m Mexico, was crowded.

We took it to- 
gether, and for several weeks we enjoyed in 
common a bed made by stretching a piece of 
canvas across the bedstead, with a couple of 
blankets on top. In Mexico they don't give 
you anything to eat in a hotel, but sell you the 
privilege of fighting fleas on a canvas bed, and 
let you go out to some restaurant to buy your 
meals. There was a bell-rope in the room, and 
one of our standard amusements was begin- 
ning to pull this about 7 o'clock in the morm 
ing and taking turns at it for an hour or two; 
by 9 it was pretty sure to be answered bya 
waiter. Dwyer told me then that he lived in 
Hyde Park, a suburb of Chicago, and that ne 
was à civil engineer. 

One of the peculiarties of the Mexican elt 
mate is that you roast ali day and shiver all 
night. About midnight you wake up with the 
cramps in your legs and arms and begin to pull 
up the blankets. Before morni 
up again and pull up more biankets if you 
happen to have them. Under this pleasing 
system Dwyer picked up a chill and fever that 
made it necessary for him to have a doctor. 
We had been through the yeliow-fever hospital 
in Vera Cruz together, and he was afraid te 
bad brought some of the vomito along. 
But be would not go to a native doctor, 
and was too bashful to apply to an American 
physician, a Dr. Lee of Virginia, who was 
Staying in the hotel, bdecause he did not 
know him.“ 80 I had to go and call on the 
doctor and get acquainted with him 86 as to 
introduce Dwyer. He gave him a prescription 
for a few grains of quinine and we went to a 
drug store together to get it. Dwyer was 
afraid that as the prescription was written in 
Latin the Mexican-Spanish druggist would nat. 
be abie to read it. He was as innocent as that 
in those days. The quinine fixed him up 
so weil that he was able to go out 
in a few days to one of the graveyards with 
another American visitor who was fresh 
enough to carry.away some of the boty skulis 
that ornamented the tombs. where they would 
both inevitably have got their necks broken if 
they had been caught. Dwyer was a good fel- 
low and a good room-mate then, and I can’t 
help but cogitate that if wheat bad gone up 
instead of down we would be calling him a 
lucky fellow now and a very smart fellow, in- 
stead of saying, Poor Dwyer!"’ Wem 


RAID ON A CIRCUS, 


A Mob of Roughs Cut the Ropes and Let 
the Canvas Down on the Audience. 

SHENANDOAH, Pa., July 11.—Huribert & 
Huntley's Consolidated Circus was bodked to 
give a performance here tonight, and, after 
having a street parade, went to the north- 
eastern portion of the town, where their tents 
were already erected, followed by about 
500 men and boys. When the per 
formance ws about to begin the crowd 
surrounded the tent, determined to get 
ingide ana see the performance free of charge, 
and many of them were successfulin gaining 
admission. The crowd rapidly increased, 
and many unsuccessful attempts were made to! 
get under the canvas, but the fifty or more 
policemen who were on duty kept them at 

bay. When every otner effort failed the rouchs 
closed in around the tent and cut the ropes. 
Then the canvas began to sway to and fro, 
creating the greatest excitement among the 
large audience. Manager Huribert announced 
that unless something was done to quiet the 
crowd he would be compelled to close the per- 
formance. He soon afterwards left the ring 
to consult with the other members of the show, 
and subsequentiy appeared outside of the 
tent, revolver in band. Turning to the crowd, 
who hissed and how!ed like madmen, he said 
that he was ready to defend his tent and his 
life, and that if the crowd came there to raid 
the circus he wanted them to begin at once. 
Huribert was followed by other members of 
the company, each brandishing a revoiver. 

For a time quiet seemed to be restored, and 
another attempt was made to go on with the 
show. Just as the trained dogs started to per- 
form the ropes were suddenly cut and a part of 
the canvas fell. The immense tent partially 
toppied over, and was only hela by one of the 
ropes from falling down upon the twelve or fif- 
teen hundred people who were inside. Chief 
Burgess assisted by regular and 
special policemen, rushed upon the crowd to 
make arrests. A general fight ensued. No 
sooner was one of the roughs taken prisoner 
than fifty of the roughs jumped upon the vo- 
licemen and released him. Chief Thomas was 
struck on the bead several times with stones 
and seriously injured, and the policemen —

A Bhip-Load of Would-Be Additions to 


America’s Population That Needs Watch- 
ing For by the Emigration Authorities. 
Lonpon, July 14.—[Via Mackay- Bennett Ce- 


ble to Tne Tribune. — The Emitrauon Commis 
sioners may sadly expect the arrival of the 


Italy. She left Liverpool this after- 


hoon, having on board about 100 ragged, squalid 
descendants of the Zingari—fifty men and wom- 
en, forty-two children, and one babe 10 
days old. This tribe of Oriental gypsies have 


been at Maita and left there a fortnight ago 


on the steamer Ardnellie. They came there 
from Syra,.a Greek island. They arrived here 


ago and were put ashore 
docks, near Poplar, on 
the Thames. Following a tradition 
of their race that the earth belonged to them, 
they immediately took, possession of a vacant 
field belonging to one Henry Hooper, and oc- 
cupied @ large, deep sand-pit, in which they 
pitched their tents and proceeded to tear 
down fetces for firewood and forage 
on the neighborhood. The residents re- 
monstrated and gatbered in thousands, 
when a battle with stones ensued. The poiice 
were powerless, and the gypsies beat back the 
bome-rulers. of the locality. The intention 
orizinally was to go to Rotterdam and sail by 
the Netberiands Mail Steamsbip Company, 
but Mr. Levy, its agent here, yester- 
day explained: “I, however, ascertained 
that they would not be allowed to 
land in New York. They are ciad in rags; the 
women are barefooted. and the children halt 
naked. Their worldly possessions consist of 
bundies that would not fetch much if sold by 
weight in an East-Eod rag-store. In fact, the 
company hes strictiy refused to take the 
party, for it is evident the United States 
Government would never aliow them to land. 
They are paupers and vagrants, and we think 
no steamship company will risk its reputation 
by compelling decent, bona-fide emigrants to 
associate with gypsies whose exterior 
shows that soap, comb, and brush are luxuries 
they bave dispensed with all their lifetime. 
They are said to possess about 2300. They 
have never slept ina bed, and cannot fancy 
there may be governments who will not con- 
sider them welcome additions.” 

Application was made to the Monarch Line, 
like other lines, to take the gypsies, but was 
refused. Finally it was determined to send 
them via Liverpool, but the local railway 
trains declined to take them to Euston Station, 
and they were taken in vans and carts. There, 
at first, the authorities of the railroad also 
deciined, owing to their filth and squalor, to 
ta ce them as passe but they were finally 
taken as cattle might be. If allowed to land 
they will be, as here, a pestiferous com- 
munity, without sanitary arrangements 
except a superabundance of ventila- 
tion. no supply ot mecessaries except a 
water-cart, and no commissariat except the 
eternal toraging of the youngsters. The latter, 
im an odd patois, entreat visitors in the name 
of the Madonna, and with promised biessings 
from all the saints ia all the calendars, for a 
penny or bread, and simulate the woes anc mis- 
eries of want and starvauon with consummate 
SK Il. 


WASHINGTON CATERPILLARS, 


A Newspaper Man Fights Them and Is Con- 
* quered. 

The beautiful trees which form the chief at- 
traction of Washington asacity of residence 
are alive with those pests, the caterpillars. 
They are being stripped, literally stripped, in 
some sections of the city of their foliage—the 
trees, not the caterpillars. There is no telling 
where this onslaught is. going to end.
